N the Autumn of 1775, he was ſeiſed with a violent cold, 
or influenza, which continued ſome months, then fell on 
the bowels and brought on a conſtant purging. He took the 
advice of eminent phyſicians, and found relief, but not a cure.

could be taken without manifeſt prejudice, the briſket opera- 

tion by theſe waters did not in the leaſt degree relax or weak - 
en, but braced and ſtrengthened him. In fix weeks the dy- 
ſentery was cured, and the purging greatly abated, and con- 
tinued ſo duriug the winter in London, where he drank that 
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water pretty conſtantly, In 1778 he ſpent two months at 
Nevil-Holt, drinking the water at the fountain head, got 
perfectly cured, and returned home in good health, and has 


recovered his fleſh, ſtrength, and ſpirits, and ſo continues,
